Davis’ world’s fastest stock 
bodied Corvette standout any 
drag strip starting line. Ed’s Corvette 
has outstanding history vic- 
tories since 1958, when the chassis 
was originally purchased with the 
idea sports car racing mind. 
Driven Cal Bailey, popular 
West Coast driver, and tuned 
Geraghty Automotive, the Corvette 
broke and held track records both 
Santa Barbara and Riverside, Cali- 
fornia road race courses. Then Ed’s 
interest turned drag racing, where

Although the Sunday stock sports 
car trophies came easy, 
content with the 104-106 miles per 
hour speeds and decided modify 
his engine and enter higher class. 
was decided because the super 
sport suspension and other heavy 
sport car accessories that Modi- 
fied Sports would the better class 
compete in. This would allow the 
weight per cubic inches used 
advantageously. was decided 
small ‘C’ class engine equipped with 
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supercharger would produce the 
highest possible horsepower output 
for class engine combination. 
B&M hydramatic transmission would 
used conjunction with 5.17 
rear axle ratio and M&H Race- 
master tires. This combination would 
best transmit the engine torque 
the asphalt, producing the necessary 
traction. Needing additional weight 
the rear, increase cubic 
inches could used retain the 
maximum allowed weight per cubic 
inch ratio.

you bought your car new ‘55 and have 
waxed least once every three weeks since 
that time and still has its original paint, 
think all the answer your question needs. 
But maybe you buy the car new. 

The purpose paste and liquid waxes made 
for automotive finishes protect the finish. 
You could apply these every day without hurt- 
ing the paint. The thing that gradually eats 
paint away the abrasive action liquid 
and paste cleaners made for preparing paint 
that covered with road scum and other for- 
eign matter for coat wax. Some types 
polishes contain abrasive cleaner. 

Repeated application straight cleaner, 
polish that contains cleaner, will eventually 
wear through the paint. This stuff acts the 
same manner fine sandpaper. Straight 
wax will never hurt paint regardless how 
often applied. However, the old wax 
removed with cleaner each time new wax 
applied, the paint last long. This 
unnecessary because once the surface clean 
and thoroughly waxed good dusting job 
once over with soft wet cloth will prepare 
the existing wax for another coat. 

Rub your friend’s nose wax and send him 
home.

Usually, switching rear ratio in- 
volves changing only its ring and pinion gears. 
All the bearings used with the original gears 
are also used with the new ones. For such 
change any noise the assembly after the 
change would usually attributable the 
adjustment between the gears. However, 
the ring gear carrier and its bearings were 
changed along with the gears, possibly because 
the ring was already mounted the 
carrier, it’s possible that the bearings could 
noisy. other words, changing bearings 
well gears compounds the problem.
